A dispatch 
ghich gives much satisfaction at 
both Berlin and Vienna, states that 


the Porte is being urged to revive the contro. 
versy respecting England’s position in 
Egypt. Am uneasy feeling has been created 
at the British Foreign Ofice by this news, 
but in view of the entente between Kussia 
end France itis well received at Berlin and 
Vienna, asit is well understood at both the 
jatter places that such a step will again com- 
pel England to take active part in the Eastern 
qoestion. Russia embroiled with England 
would be umabie to pursue the plans hostile 
to Austrian interests with which she is 
charged by the extremely alarmist position 
of Vienna and the Central European powers 
might stand quietly by unti] they saw their 
way to interfere with advantage to them.

Since it has been determined 
that Egypt is the point at issue reference to 
Egypt is deferred to in everything and the 
continental papers now find in the rapid 
transition of the malls from Yohohama a clear 
proof that Lord Salisbury is un- 
certain of his position on the Suez 
Canal and has been developing the western 
route tn view of the day when he may find 
himself forced to evacuate Egypt.

In this speech Mr. Gladstone is 
expected toamplify the guarded statements 
of John Morley ’s speech at Cambridge, which 
have been the leading topic this week in the 
political world. 

Morley was very emphatic on one point 
in the Liberal programme. Nothing can take 
precedence of the claims of Ireland’s 
liberals. He said they would be the meanest 
of mankind if they allow anything to inter- 
fere with their pledges to the Irish people.

to America. There has been some discussion 
as to whether France or England wil] make 
the largest gold exports, but it is probable 
that England will haveto do so and she cer. 
tainly willhave to do soif the Bank of France 
as is likely, should raise the premium on 
full-weight coin. The recent statement of 
Robert Giffon, controller of the corn returas 
of the British Board of Trade, to the effect 
that before £10,000,000 of bullion is sent to 
America both the Banks of Engiand and 
France wiil so raise their rates of discount as 
to check the drain, and that the grain 
brought from America would be paid 
for in securities and exports and not in bual- 
lion, had ied to much discussion. Some 
leading financiers disagree with Mr. Giffon 
and think it impossible to stopthe drain of 
bullion. Mr. Giffon is evidently not 
hopeful as to the finantcial fature of 
America, for he declares his be- 
lief that good American houses are 
importing gold in order to face a 
silver crisis which seems to De inevitable, 
and that by February Americans may expect 
afinancialcrash. Notwithstanding the de- 
pressing influence of the bullion drain, the

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Memoriale Which Severely Oriticised the 
Management of the Patriarchs Mil- 
itant—The Finance Committee’s Some- 
what Startling Report Gen. Under- 
wood Sustained—He Talks Freely Re- 
gerding Charges Against Himself. 


Notwithstanding the rapid growth of the 
military branch of Odd Fellowship, Known 
as the Patriarchs Militant, and the very 
great popularity of the degree in some quar- 
ters, much of the time of the session of 
the sovereign Grana Lodge, which 
closed yesterday afternoon, was taken up 
with differences and quarrels between 
Lieut.-Gen. John ©. Underwood, the Oom- 

der of the Patriarchs, anda large quota 
of the members who hail from the East. 
troubles have assumed the magnitude 
schism, resulting in charges and counter- 
charges, recrimination and numerous efforts 
to split the branch into geographical sec- 
tions. 

Primarily the trouble grew out of a piece of 
neat manipulation on the part of Gen, Un- 
derwood. He was elected First Lieutenant- 
General, and Acting Commander Franklin 
Ellis of Ohio was elected Captain-General. 
The term of both beganon Sept. 5, 1887, and 
itwas ordered that upon the expiration of 
the terms the Captain-General should assume 
command. Butat the session of the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge at Los Angeles, Cal., on 
Sept 21, 1890, Gen. Underwood was elected 
Grand Sire of the order and, all 
other legislation being suspended, was 
also made Oommander-in-Ohief of the Pa- 
triarchs Militant for two years, 

On Sept. 5, 1690, Capt.-Gen. Ellis issued a 
proclamation assuming command and the 
title of Lieutenant-General, whereupon Gen. 
Underwood ordered him under arrest. On 
Sept. 20, one day before the expiration of his 
commission as Grand Sire, Underwood was 
elected Lieutenant-General for three years. 

At the session just ended the Grand En- 
campment of the Jurisdiction of Ohio took 
up Capt.-Gen. Ellis’ case and memorialized 
the Grand Lodge, demanding that Gen. Ellis 
be reinstated and sustained. The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge declined to interfere, but ex- 
bonorated Gen. Ellis from blame, 

CHARGES MADE.

KANSAS CITY’S TROUBLES. 


AN UNFORTUNATE STATE OF AFFAIRS IN REGARD

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 26.—The Kansas 
City people are having an unfortunate time 
in getting a public building started, after the 
first necessary money has been appropriated.

The owners of the 
ground promised to grade the square, 
which requires it o about the ex- 
tent of about nine feet before 
urchase was made. This has not been 
one and it is claimed that, when ded, 
the site will come in conflict wtth cross 
streets and other property which no 
provision has been made to ade 
and which might involve individual and 
municipal rights to such an extent as to 
bring about prolonged legal contests. This 
difficulty Secretary Crounse cannot see a way 
to avoid just now, and when the title papers 
reach him and payment is expected it will 
either have to be refused or made with the 
prospects of the conflict spoken of. Next 
week the matter will come up for final dis- 
position, and all hands interested are worry- 
ng just now lest there may be endless de- 
lay in this important matter.

OUR CITY SCHOOLS. 

The St. Louis Board of School Directors 
has charge of school property worth be- 
tween five and six millions of dollars and 
controls the expenditure of revanues ex- 
ceeding $1,200,000 a year. It appoints 
about.+«1,400 teachers, fixes their salaries, 
promotes or expels them and decides all 
questions affecting the management and 
work of the schools upon which the chil- 
dren of this great city are dependent for 
their education. 

The proper execution of sucha weighty 
trust calls for first-rate business capacity 
on the part of board members, a high or- 
der of intelligence and an ever wakeful 
conception of the sacredness of a charge 
involving the life work of such a noble 
army of devoted teachers and the training 
of such a vast multitude of children, the 
future men and women of our city. 

A board so constituted would be a unit 
in keeping every trace or suspicion of 
jobbery out of ite business transactions, 
and in eliminating every teacher whose 
imprudent or improper deportment might 
discredit the corps or cause talk disquiet- 
ing to the minds of pupils or parents. 

But what sort of a board have we when 
every contract-letting is preceded by 
building committee squabbles and followed 
by scandalous recriminations alleging 
sharp practice and jobbery? What sort of 
a board have we when members and ex- 
members talk and behave about some fe- 
male teachers in such a way as to make the 
President and Superintendent suggest a 
resort to the scandalous expedient of em- 
ploying a detective force to hunt up evi- 
dence of criminal conduct on the part of 
teachers or board members? 

We want to say right here that we do 
not question the reputation of President 
MILLER and Supt. Lone as honest, capa- 
ble and earnest friends of the schools; that 
we have published and discussed their de- 
mand for a detective force, not to excite 
public feeling against them, but asan in- 
dication that the School Board situation 
must be bad indeed when it can extort the 
suggestion of such a desperate and danger- 
ous remedy from such men. The people 
are about to elect new members of the 
board and oughtto know just what that 
situation is, and shall know if the Post- 
DISPATCH can induce members or ex-mem- 
bers to talk and tell what they know. 

The Post-DiIsPAtcu is not afraid of hurt- 
ing the schools by lifting the lid and let- 
ting light in upon anything that is gvrong 
in the body controlling them. No more 
urgent or important service can be ren- 
deredto them. The idea that our school 
system is a glass house, which will be 
shattered if a pebble is thrown at 
anything wrong in it, is responsible 
for all that is wrong in it. In- 
discriminate laudation of everybody 
and everything connected with the schools, 
unchallenged by investigation or criticism, 
is responsible for the absence of three- 
fourths of our voters from school elections. 
It has taken the election of directors prac- 
tically outofthe hands of a majority of 
the people and put it in the hands of gangs 
rallied by ward bosses at the behest of 
School Board cliques. 

This is the way to give us too many misfit 
directors whose conceptions of duty never 
soar above the opportunities of contract 
letting and the utilization of patronage 
**pulls.’’ It isnot the Post-DisPatTon’s 
way of arousing popular interest in school 
elections and securing the right sort of 
directors, and between now and November 
we propose to give our own way a pretty 
thorough trial.

AN INFLUX OF GOLD ASSURED. 

The situation in Europe is a formidable 
barrier to the fulfillment of Mr. GirrEn’s 
prediction that Europe will pay for our 
exports this year by returning our securi- 
ties rather than our gold to us. 

Europe is suffering from general trade 
depression, rendered more excruciating by 
her crop failures, and by the necessity she 
is under of obtaining from us, §300,000,000 
worth of the necessaries of life to feed her 
people till next year’s harvest. The gloom 
of her situation is deepened by an impend- 
ing war cloud of unparalleled blackness 
andextent. Such a combination of cir- 
cumstances would naturally drive more 
Buropean capital to safer investment in 
this country. 

While Burope’s outlook depresses the 
value of European shares and securities of 
all kinds, the situation on this side of the 
ocean opens dazzling vistas of speculative 
opportunities to Buropean capitalists. In 
Europe’s unprecedented demand on us for 
breadstuffs and provisions they see im- 
mensely increased earnings for our rail- 
roads, limited only by their earning ca- 
pacity, and anticipating from this a gen- 
eral rise along the whole line of American 
securities, they are themselves already 
pushing the rise upward, as eager buyers 
always do. : 

Instead of selling our securities back to 
us, they are offering increased prices for 
them, and are pretty gure to keep on buy- 


until the price is out of all ‘proportion 


‘to the dividends paid and the situation in 


Europe changes so as to offer some better 
investment—a change not within the range 
of this or next year’s possibilities.

CHICAGO'S FAIB GRAB. ‘ 
The Fair was located at Chicago by Con- 
gress upon the condition, distinctly and 
repeatedly agreed to by her representatives 
in Congress, that she would raise $10,000, - 


000 in cash for the Fair, and that under no | : 


circumstances would she ask any money 
from Congress, except what may be re- 
quired forthe buildings and exhibits of 
the Government. ‘‘We will,’’ said Mr. 
SPRINGER to the House, ‘‘ask no money 
from Congress, éxcept what will be re- 
quired forthe buildings and exhibits of 
the Government. Five or six hundred 
thousand dollars will be ample for this.’’ 

The promise to raise $10,000,000 has not 
been kept. Of the private subscriptions 
said to be good for 5,000,000, only 
$3,000,000 has been collected, or barely 
enough to secure the issue of the 
§5,000,000 of bonds subscribed by the 
city, and with only §8,000,000 of the 
promised $10,000,000 in sight Chicago is de- 
manding of Congress a loan of $5,000,000. 

A Republican party pull secured her 
the location froma Republican Congress 
eager to place the Fair under party man- 
agement and to strike a blow at the Demo- 
cratic State and city of New York. But 
some better pull than that will be required 
to get her this $5,000,000 from a Democratic 
House, which will have its hands full pro- 
viding for Government obligations out of a 
Treasury looted by the same Congress that 
located the Fair at Chicago.

Improving the Court-House.

When the architect of the Court-house cov- 
ered himself all over with glory, erecting 
that grand pile of columns and dome, with 
notone room adapted to the purposes for 
which it was constructed, violating 
all hygienic and acoustic laws, mak- 
ing it necessary for Diogenes to use 
an electric light at high noon, the 
eax pay ers. after twenty years of waiting 
and howling, congratulated themselves the 
tming was done. Now some modern wise 
heads have taken up a pavement to put 
down another which will ‘‘smell to heaven’’ 
under the hack standina few years. They 
aiso report the sewer of faulty construction 
and want to raise the whole 
structure and give the modern architect 
a chance to show whathe can do. Older 
cities of the world have not pursued that 
course,and Ii earnestly protest against its 
being destroyed. But ietit be used as base- 
ment and vaultfor musty records, and upon 
the whole thing just asit stands and around 
the dome erec three or four 
stories of iron ‘tile and glass, 
giving judges their chambers up above 
he noise, and their clerks plenty of pure 
air and clear sunlight.

QUERIES AND ANSWERS. 


Will you please inform me through your Post-Dre- 
PATOH what caused the last French and Prussian 
war? Did it notcome through the Germans’ ap- 
pointing a prince to the throne of maaepas’ 3.6 
The King of Prussia never nominated one 
of his family to the throne of Spain. The first 
indication of trouble between France and 
Prussia occurred early in 1870. A prince of 
the Bavarian branch of the House of Hohen- 
zollern was offered the vacant throne of 
Spain, which was at that time being hawked 
adout Europe. Napoleon III., who feared 
the growing power of Prussia, protested to 
King William against a member of his family 
being placed at the head of the Spanish 
monarchy. The King replied that 
the young Hohengollern was neither a 
Prussianf nora member of the family of 
which he wasthe head, Delonging toa col- 
lateral branch over which he had no 
authority. Napoleon insisted that he should 
retire as a candidate, and finally this was 
agreedto. He then made a demand that the 
King of Prussia should pledge himself that no 
other member of the Hohenzollem family 
should aspire to the Spanish throne. To this 
King William refused to accede. The French 
Ambassador, Count Benedetti, pressed fora 
reconsideration, and finally thrust himself 
into the royal presence after he had been in- 
formed that he could not have an audience to 
his questions.

The character referred to is probably Gott- 
fried Heinrich Graf von Pappenheim, one of 
the most famous leaders on the Imperial 
side during the Thirty Years’ War. At the 
outbreak of the struggle Pappenheim was & 
young cavalry officer and soon distinguished 
himself by his energy and the reckless ex- 
posure of his person in fight. At the battle 
of Prague, in 1620, he was left for dead on 
the field. He recovered and rose to 
the rank of General of Cavairy under 
Wallenstein and Tilly. He always rode in 
front of his own regiment of cutrassiers and 
in nearly every engagement received three or 
four wounds. He was regarded as the best 
cavalry soldier in Germany, Dut was a poor 
general, as the impetuosity of his temper 
often led him into serious blunders. By 
many the loss of the battle of Leipzig was 
ascribed to his premature attack. He was 
killed at the Battle of Lutzen in 1632, falling 
shortly after the death of the Swedish King, 
Gustavus Adolphus.

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CONVICT GRAY’S HOPES OF FREEDOM 
FROM PRISON BLASTED. - 


The Man at Minneapolis Goes Back on His 
First Story and Claims to Be J. A. Buda 
of Centralia, IlL, Who Killed His 
Brother-in-Law at the Time Gray Com- 
mitted the Box Oar Murder. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 2%. — Supt. 
Henderson has received no letter 
from Sherif M. J. Helm of Marion County, 
Illinois, concerning Jacob Brown, the man 
now itn the Oentral lockup for the murder of a 
man at Centralia, Ill,, eight years ago. One 
is expected, however, by every mail. The 
police areata loss to account for Brown’s 
actions to-day. This morning he denied the 
story he told In such a straightforward man- 
mer yesterday. It would seem that he was 
laboring under some hallucination or that 
he had gone mad during the night. 
He professes now that he has »not 
the slightest idea of how he ever got behind 
the Darsand remembered nothing since he 
left St. Paul a few days ago. Brown failed 
to recognize the reporter who interviewed 
him yesterday, and insisted that he could not 
recall a word of the startling confession he 
had made tothe police, 

*‘*When I woke up this. morning,’’ he said, 
‘*I thought I was in the St. Paul jail for 
something or other. I tell you I was sur- 
prised when I heard I was in Minneapolis. I 
don’t know how I ever got here. 
A couple of policemen came in 
the room here this morning and I asked them 
what Iwas here for. One of them said it 
was for murder. I was awfully upset, forl 
thought I must have killed somebody here. 
Then when they told me what I said yester- 
day I couldn’t makeitall out. I ’spose I was 
temporarily crazy.’’ 

**Is your name Jacob Brown?’’ 

**Did I give my name as Brown? Thatain’t 
right; my name is Buda—J. A. Buda.’’ 

Buda, or Brown, was told the story as 
telegraphed yesterday, but aid 
not remember anything, and denied 
every word. The last he could remember 
distinctly was last Wednesday in St. Paul. 
He had then been drinking quite heavily. 
How he got to Minneapolis and of his con- 
fession to Supt. Henderson, he could remem- 
ber nothing. His home, he said, was at Cen- 
tralia, Dll., and he was there at the time 
of the murder in the box-car; in fact, he oc- 
cupied the same cell at the Marion County 
Jail, at Salem, with James Gray, the man 
who was sentenced for life for thedeed. Buda 
was very reluctant to speak of his stay in 
jail and the cause for his incarceration. 
He only had some little trouble with his 
brother-in-law, he said. Repeated question- 
ing, however, brought to light aS&tory as 
sensational as the one toldfyesterday. Which- 
ever is true, Buda or Brown is still a mur- 
derer. 

‘*You see,’ he said, ‘‘I had some trouble 
with my brother-in-law at Centralia. That's 
why I was locked up. This fellow, he se- 
duced my sister. Aftera while he married 
her. He raised —— around the house and we 
couldn’t stand it. He kicked his wife and 
was going to clean the whole house out. I 
got into some troubie with him 
and I got the worstof it. I went ont to look 
for him afterthat. Well, didn’t exactly look 
for him, you see, but I went around to three 
or four saloons and couldn’t find him, so I 
started home. I wentintothe house and he

It appears from Buda’s story that he was 
confined in the jail in Salem for fifteen 
months.

Paul and has worked at the Portland Cafe,

He says he has never beenatramp. Atthe 
time of the box car murder he was in jail, but 
heard allthe facts. He doesnot remember 
Gray’s story, but thinks he confessed to the 
murder. There is no perceptible change 
in Buaa’s actions. His conversation, his 
appearance, all his doings are just the same 
asthey have been since the time he was 
locked up. Heis justas quiet, justas slow 
of speech, and seemingly, just as indifferent. 
Itis decidedly a strange case but the ex- 
pected letter from the Sheriff of Marion 
poumty lll., will probably bring outthe true 
acts. 


BUDA AN ESCAPED LUNATIO, 


HE WAS IN JAIL WHEN GRAY MURDERED THE 
TRAMP. 


CENTRALIA, Ill., Sept. 26.—Jacob A. Buda, 
who now turns up in Minneapolis, represent- 
ing himselfas Jacob Brown and confessing 
to the murder of a tramp in this city in 
October, 1888, wasin jail in Salem at that 
time awaiting trial for the murder of 
Henry Duroy, his brother-in-law. He shot 
Durdy because of some trouble between the 
latter and his wife, Buda’s sister, on Jan, 10, 
1883, and was arrested for the 
murder atthe February term of court the 
same year and remanded to jail where he 
remained until February, 1884. He was then 
acquitted on the of insanity

Sometime after he escaped and 
went to live with relatives in St. Louis. In

They started 
another shower, which also passed off to the 
West. <A heavy black cloud soon afterwards 
passed directly overhead and four bombs 
were exploded under it. At once the rain 
came down from it in torrents and drenched 
the party. They returned to Corpus Christi, 
and in twenty minutes a general rain began 
which lasted for half an hour or more. The 
big experiment will be made next week on 
the line of the Mexican National Railroad, 
about thirty miles from thiscity. They will 
be very complete and on a much larger scale 
than any so far made. 


MELBOURNE’S RAIN TESTS. 


THE KANSAS EXPERIMENTS POSTPONED UNTIL 
NEXT WEEK—THE CONDITIONS. 

GOODLAND, Sept. 26.—Melbourne, the Aus 
tralian rain wizard, who had been adver- 
tised to produce rain within a radius of fifty 
miles of Goodland to-day, did not arrive un- 
til 2 o’clock this afternoon. He found that it 
had been raining steadily in the western 
half of Kansas for the past forty-eight hours, 
and by agreement with the committee of 
citizens who entered into negotiations with 
him the test was postponed until next week. 
A new contract was entered into to-day 
by which Melbourne. will be given 
three days im which to produce a 
rain extending over a radius of fifty miles 
from this point. In the event he Is success- 
ful he will receive $600. It is claimed here 
that In this altitude the conditions for a per- 
fect rain test are better after a ceneral rain, 
such as has fallen, than if there had been 
continued clear weather. A proposition will 
be submitted to Melbourne to give a series of 
experiments in this State. 

Martin Mohler, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, is here and will try to 
get the wizard to give a test in Topeka. An 
addition has been made to the Melbourne 
combination in the person of one F. H. 
Jones of Cheyenne, Wyo., a civil engineer 
who induced the Australian to make his 
Wyoming experiments. Jones was inter- 
ested in a town site which had been practi: 
cally deserted because of the continual 
drouth and he sees his everlasting fortune 
inthe successful experiments of the Aus, 
tralian. 

Inan interview to-day Melbourne stated 
that he did not have much faith in tne Dry- 
denforth methods. ‘‘All I expect to do,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is to call public attention to my 
method in order to bring it before the United 
States Government. It should not bea pri- 
vate enterprise. I want to make a series of 
experiments in Texas, where the Govern- 
ment failed, and I want the conditions as un- 
favorable for rainfall as it is possible for 
them to be.’’. All the State officials, with 
representatives from all the State institu- 
tions, are expected hereto witness the test 
next week.

MRS. VAIL’S INSURANCE. 


The Case Oontinued—A Curious Ooinci- 
dence—Federal Notes. 

The case of L. Claud McElwee, adminis- 
trator of the estate of Mary F. Vail, against 
the New York Life Insurance Co. on a %,000 
policy, was set for hearing in the 
United States Circuit Court yester- 
day, but was continued until Oct. 2. 
By a coincidence the second trial of Charies 
F. Vallona charge of killing his wife is set 


for Oct. 6, the two cases coming up in the 
same week. The reason of the in the 
present suit is to allow the attorneys on both 
sides time to prepare a stipulated 
agreement of facts and have 
the case presented to the court on a question 
ofiaw. The policy reads that the money is 
paid to the children of Mrs. Vail or 
**executors, administrators or as- 
The itnsurance company claims 
Mrs. Vall died without 
leaving any children the licy lapses. 
The names of Charies P. and J. D. Johnson 
are signed to the plaintiff’s petition. 

In yesterday's PostT-DISPATCH the coinci- 
dence was noted of Gov. Johnson havin 
been against Vail when the latter was tri 
on acharge of killing his wife, and indi- 
rectly for him in the present sult. as Vail fs 
of course, one of his wife’s legal heirsa 
will be benefited if the suit Is decided against 
the insurance com y. The following ietter 
will explain Gov. Johnson's position: 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In your issue of to-day is the following concerning 
Mrs. Vail’s insurance: 

‘“*‘Another peculiar feature in the matter is the 
fact that one of the lawvers who assisted in the pros- 
ecution of Vail at his first tria! is in the present case 
attormey for the plaintiff. The same jega! talents 
are employed to force the insurance company to 
pay over the money for Vail’s benefit. that 
were used to try to have him hanged on the eharge 
that he kilied his wife in order to obtain this money. 
The attorney ts ex-Gov. Charlies I’. Johnson. His 
brother, Mr. John D. Johnson, represented the firm 
in the case before Judge Tharer to-day. ’’

MRS. HEBERER’S SUICIDE. 


Her Sister Says It Was Dueto Jealousy 
of a Servant. 


‘‘Ithink my sister took poison and gave 
poison to her children on account of the 
hired girl, Lizzie Graaf,andI do not think my 
sister was insane.’’ 

This was the testimony of Mrs. Loulsa Peck 
at the inquest yesterday of Mrs. Otto He- 
berer of 2617 South Broadway, who 


poisoned herself last Thursday after ad- 
ministering arsenic to her three children. 
Mrs. Peck is a sister of Mrs. Heberer and 
stated that she visited her sister four months 
ago and found her despondent. She said she 
was no more than a scrub 
girl about the house and had 
to do what Lizzie Graaf, the servant girl, 
was employed to do, and that the servant 
ordered her about and compelled her to do 
whatever she told her. If Mrs. Heberer, she 
said, made a protest her husband sided with 
the girl. ip to the time the girl 
came into the house Mrs. Peck said the 
couple lived happily. Her sister, she stated, 
begged her husband to dismiss her, but he 
refused. The witness also stated that her 
sister told her that she intended to take her 
life and the lives of her children, as she 
could not bear to leave them behind to be 
abused by the hired girl. 

Heberer denied that his wife was jealous, 
and stated he thought she was insane. A 
verdict of suicide by arsenical poisoning was 
rendered.

A Rush of Work Among House Me- 
chanicse—Large Buildings Soon to ' Be 
Commenced—Residence Property Sold 
for $35,000—Agents’ Reports. 


The unseasonable and extremely hot 
weather which prevailed during the past 
week had a very depressing effect upon the 
sale of property, the deals that were con- 
summated being limited, with rare excep- 
tions, to residence properties of moderate 
value.

Nearly every doMar 
of the money obtained through 
real estate agents in this way. 
is going into building improvements. There 
is a vast amount of this kind of work now 
under way. House building mechanics are 
busy in all sections of the city taking ad- 
vantage of every hour of the favorable sea 
son in closing in their work for the winter. 
New loans mean more new bullding enter- 
prises, and a great many of them are being 
Started this fall to get the advantage 
under contractof the present prices of ma- 
terial and labor, both of which,it is predicted, 
will be much higher next spring. By that 
time it is anticipated that the money market 
will be flush once more. When the change is 
realized the real estate market will be more 
active than ever, asit never fails to flourish 


when money is plenty. 
SOME BIG BUILDINGS, 

Several large down town buliding enter- 
prises contemplating the erection of struct- 
ures eight to twelve stories in height, which 
have been delayed a year now on account of 
the stringency of the money market, have 
lately been favored with financial recognition 
to an extent which promises success in the 
near future. Parties who have projected 
these improvements are anxious to get them 
on @ sound financial basis as soon as possible, 
and even now they are taking bids 
for the construction of their  build- 
ings to avail themselves of the 
present prices.

His REMINISCENCES OF HIS POLITICAL 


The Senator’s Homeand His First Politi- 
cal Campaign—Stories of John Brown, 
Ben Wade and Thad Stevens — John 
pherman’s Love for His Brother, the 
Genera)—Experiences in Europe.

MANSFIELD, Sept. 25.—Mansfield, Senator 
Sherman's home, is situgted on the highest 
point of Ohio. It is a beautiful town of 
about 15,000 people, with streets crossing 
each other at tightangles and running out 
from a public park filled with old forest 
trees, which lies in {ts center. 

senator Sherman's house is an almost ideal 
bome for @ great statesman. It isa big two- 
story and mansard brick building, eighty 
feet long and perhaps sixty feet deep, and it 
has wide porches, big windows and beautiful 
views. itis by no meange grand house nor

@ gorgeous one. Every part of it is simplicity 
personified, but it impresses one as belng a 
most comfortable home. 

Senator Sbherman’s library is scattered 
throughout the whole house. The fact that 
he is a student is written all over it. He must 
have about 'fifteen thousand volumes. The 
Mansarad Library is largely given up to 
Americans. It contains all of the public doc- 
uments since 1850 and the debates of Congress 
back tothe beginning of the Government. 
The icom, which is about 18 feet wide and 25 
feet long, is flied with biack walnut cases. 

VALUABLE AUTOGRAPHS. 

In one corner of the library Isawthe great 
fireproof vault in which the Senator keeps his 
private papers. This vault is as bigas a hall 
bedroom. It is flied with sueivesand it con- 
tains tens of thousands of private letters and 
cocuments which would makethe fortune of 
alitterateur. Here there is a large coliection 
of scrapbooks, running back to the time 
when he entered public life. nearly fifty 
years ago, and all the important letters 
which he has received during his long public

without restraint. There are voldmes of un- 
written history in these letters, and the 
names signed to them are those of the great 
men and women in pneariy every Dranch of 
public aud private, for the last genera- 
ionandahalf.

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ENGINEER ROBERT GILLHAM TELLS OF 
HI§ DISCOVERIES ABROAD. 


Compressed Air, He Says. Is Running 
Much of the Machinery of Paris, 
Pushes the Cars, Regulates the Clocks 
and Refrigerates Meats. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POst-DisraTcu. 

New York, Sept. 2#.—If Engineer Robert 
Gillham of Aldrich Court be correct in bis 
observations, Compressed air will shortly be 
in the field in opposition to electricity as one 
of the revolutionizing forces of this century. 
he has just returned from an extended so- 
journ in Paris, where he made a thorough 
study of the compressed air system of that 
metropolis. The stories that Mr. Gillham 
brings back border upon the marvelous. 

The new Gynamic agent, according to his 
report, bas within an almost imcredibly 
short time fairly revolutionized many lines 
of industry inthe gay French capital. It is 
atthis moment propelling surface cars with 
unequaled ease, furnishing motive power for 
a muitiplicity of uses. running 10,000 clocks 
with absolute simultaneity and preserving 
meats of all Kinds. 

Of the multiplied usesto which the inge- 
nious and inventive Frenchmen have applied 
compressed air and of the development they 
have made in means of creating and distrib- 
uting it Mr. Gillham speaks asan enthusiast. 

‘*l was simply amazed,’’ said he, in talking 
of his work, at the progress made in<he ap- 
plication of the comiparatively new science. 
Why, in a refrigerator about 15 feet square I 
found the bodies of a man and woman who 
had jain there thirteen months, and in both 
the fesh of the body and face were inas 
good condition as tymediately after death. 
I was informed that the bodies were being 
kept fur the ? saniies ersity.”’ 

One fact of ‘mn pliten noted by Mr. Gill- 
ham on bis visit was preparation Paris 
engineers are making Dy Means of com- 
pressed air with a4 view to averting the ter- 
rors of another siege such as was expert- 
enced In 1871. Refrigerator stations can in an 
emergency be made to contain enough food 
to last Paris for over a year. 

**Before accepting the invitation of Mr. 
Victor Poppto visitthe great central sta- 
tion,’’ sald the engineer, ‘‘my time was oc- 
cupied by personal visits to numerous con- 
sumers, with the view of discovering the va- 
rious uses of compressed airin Paris, its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, and especially 
tolearn howthe consumers felt regarding 
its use after having much experience with it. 

‘*Ata very large cafeon Avenue de Popera 
I saw some interesting applications. A twen- 
ty -five horse-power engine, which was for- 
merly operated by steam, is now run by com- 
pressed air. The pressure in the street main 
at this point registered six atmospheres. 
Near the engine In the pipe is arranged a 

ressure- cing valve, which canbe ad- 
usted to any pressure. In this ¢asé the air 
was reduced from six atmospheres to four 
atmospheres. Fromthe reduction valve the 
air is conducted to a small coke radiating 
device made from cast-iron, eighteen inches 
in diameter. 

‘“The heateris a hollow cylinder, having 
vertical divisions, the central hollow space 
being I? inches ia diameter, with a smail 
cover on top. Around and outside this space, 
in which the coke is bDuramt, is arranged a 
series of vertical spaces between the fre 
space and the outside shell. 

‘The air ig introduced into this space at 
normal temperature of air in the street 
mains, is carried upward through the first 
vertical division or chamber to the top of the 
heater, where it passes intoa second cham- 
ber or division, then downward through 
this to the bottom of the heater, where it 
passes into the third chamber or division. 
and thus the process of leading the air tp 
and down through the various vertical di- 
visions of the heater, numbering ten divis- 
ions in this case, is continued untii the air 
has secured @ greatly increased tem perature, 
due to contact wit® the tmterior heated sur- 
face of the divisions or chambers of the 
heater, the degree of temperature depending 
upon the character of the fire maintained in 
the heater. 

**The air is then conducted to the engine, 
where it operates exactly as steam. The en- 
gine is comnected with a dynamo, which gen- 
erates all the electricity used in in gating the 
premises of one ortwo Betghbors.

I Knew this was 
the resting place of many a salmon, for! had 
kiliead a number of fish in that neighbor- 
hood 


**The first cast I made my fy (a Jack Scott) 
fell about thirty yards fromthe shore. Like 
@ fash the surface of this glassy pool was 
rufied and a monster salmon arose and took 
the fy. Whiz—z—e went the reel, and like 
lightning he dashed up the stream. 

**Now, I had been fisbing from a canoe be- 
low the falis with Sothern and was not 
prepared to pay out much line or have an 
extended rub, consequentiy did not havea 
large reel with me. Theoneon my rod did 
pot ca more than ninety or one hundred 
yards. therefore felt certain that if the 
salmon continued his headlong ment. I 
should soon be at the end of my tether, an 
then woe betide me, if I returned to Soth- 
ern witha broken or shattered reel, there- 
fore I fervently prayed that Mr. Salmon 
would change his royal mind and go down 
the stream. But thenagain there was the 
strong water down below to be feared, and 
comsequentiy. you see, | was between the 
horns of a dilemma.

Gian’s make-up. Comedian Reed’s defection 
from the ranks of wig-wearers may have 
serious consequences to the art of wig-mak- 
ing, at least so far asthe theatrical profes- 
sion bearsuponit. Actors are as imitative 
as monkeys, and now that Reed bas set the 
fashion ap influx of unfamiliar heads and 
faces under familiar names may be expected.
